BOSTON, Sept. 14.—It is a fight 
to the finish.

Governor Coolidge promptly in- 
dorsed the attitude of the police 
commissioner. “I, too, will be guid- 
ed -by the opinion of the Attorney- 
General,” he said. 

Attention now is turned to the 
position to be taken by the Boston 
firemen, electrical workers, teie- 
phone operators, car men and other 
organizations affiliated -with the 
policemen’s union. A general ‘strike 
has been threatened, and if the 
threat is made good. the most wide-

Coahoma, Texas, Sept. 10, 1919. 

Dear News: Do you hear as much 
‘loud noise’? about ‘‘Rattyfication,”’ 
‘‘Investigation,’’ and ‘‘Legislation’’ out 
there as we poor ‘‘Dear Peepul’’ do 
here? If so I ‘‘Simpasize’’ with you, as 
our old nigger mammy says, for if there 
ever was a time when the words of the 
Prophet were literally fulfilled it is right 
now. He said in Psalms 5-9 and 6th verse 
‘‘They make a noise like a dog and go 
about the city.” Even eo they do—the 
high cost investigators, I mean, I still 
have to pay as much for a few spuds 
shipped here from California as I did, 
and common hog sides selling for a dollar 
a pound. Our cheap grade coffee 50 cents 
a pound, and all other necessities still 
higher. I have had to make over ail of 
our clothes because we have got so thin— 
it was a nuisance trying to work in such 
baggy clothing. I have cut out nearly 
everything but Post Toasties, and it’s 
gone to my head, the malnutrition, not 
the Post Toasties. 

“The thermometer is registering 194 in 
the coolest place on the ranch, and the ice 
man just rais.d the price of ice beyond 
our reach. He says his help demanded a 
raise in wages and he had to grant it and 
now we ‘‘poor fish’’ have to *fcough up”’ 
to do it with. The poor boob of a farmer 
wanted a few cents more for his beef cat- 
tle and got it, but ye gods! what did they 
do to him when he had to buy a piece of 
that same beef hide back in the shape of 
a pair of shoes? Onc may right bere in 
the cow country pay $20 for a pair and 
$1.25 war tax, and we poor white trash 
have to jar loose from a week’s wages 
to buy a piece of liver. After asking a 
butcher the price of meat’ and almost 
dropping dead at the extreme war prices, 
T asked if he had brains. He said ‘No!’ 
I walked weakly out, remarking that he 
should not worry, as he had gall enough 
to make up for the lack. This investiga- 
tion stunt, trying to locate the source of 
bigh cost is a good game of blind man’s 
bluff. Let the President_ have his way 
awhile and things will happen. Let the 
fighting senators sign a treaty of peace 
between themselves before they try to fix 
a treaty with nations, They sniveled all 
during the war about the poor Belgian 
women and children and now stand up 
and fight to kill the prohibition law and 
keep their whisky, which had been the 
means of crushing body and _ soul of 
America’s women and children, made 
brates of husbands and fathers, been the 
cause of more butchered women and chil- 
dren than Belgium ever saw. No wonder 
they didn’t want the women to vote.

LABOR AND THE TREATY. 

Samuel Gompers has issued a statement 
proclaiming the value of the labor section 
of the peace treaty and declaring that the 
world needs to be made safe for labor as 
well as made safe for democracy. 

“The world cannot be safe for demo- 
cracy until it is safe for labor. A world 
unsafe for labor never can be safe for 
democracy. The only sure protection for 
any labor anywhere is universal justice 
to all labor everywhere. 

‘“‘The covenant and treaty delayed so 
long in the Senate propose to gain this. 
They declare labor is not a commodity. 
They make it the right and duty of every 
land to bring before a world tribunal con- 
ditions anywhere which are perilous to 
its own labor. 

‘‘Every country binds itself to make 
no agreement with any other country low- 
ering the standards of labor. The cov- 
enant provides a marine commission by 
which labor at sea can be watched and 
the sailor protected against unfair and 
underpaid competition. An international 
union card has long existed. 

‘The treaty looks to rising labor con- 
ditions to their highest present jevel in all 
lands and ending the competition of un- 
fair conditions in the future, so that there 
shall be international conditions as well 
as international cards.’’

HARBOR COMPLETION IS VITAL 
TO RICHMOMD’S INTEREST 
AND FUTURE GROWTH 


SECRETARY DANIELS’ MESSAGE TO RICHMOND. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels did not deliver a speech while in Rich- 
mond, but he did offer some very good advice to the reception committee and cit- 
izens about the advisability of kichmond always holding on to its own waterfront 
lands and harbors, and pointed out some good reasons tor it. His remarks were 
a big boost and endorsement for Richmond’s plan of municipally owned harbors, 
waterfronts and shipping facilities: Among other things on the subject he said: 

“Cities in the east are too prone to let go of their land. You ought to 
hold on to yours. You are on the threshhold out here, as it were. Your future is 
betore you, and you are in a position to profit by the lessons those eastern cities 
have had to learn to their sorrow. This country is going to develop wonderfully, 
and you must keep this fact in mind. Iknow how hard it is for a small city to 
think it is ever going to become a big city, but you must get into that habit of 
thinking. And with that thought settled in your minds you will begin to appre- 
ciate the value to the city itself of your waterfront lands.’’ 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT READY. 


Congressman Curry has written and wired repeatedly to the Richmond 
Industrial Gommission, to the City Council, the Harbor Commission, the News 
and others that the Government is ready to make another appropriation for fur- 
ther improvement of the Richmond Municipal Harbor, if the city is ready also to 
come forward with its propgrtion of one-half, as has been agreed upon by the 
city’s representatives and the Government officials. 


RICHMOND’S WORD IS PLEDGED TO DO THIS, and it must keep 


its word. There is not enough in the harbor fund to meet the amount the Gov- 
ernment is to give, and this amount must be raised. 

There is no way to meet this honor-bound requirement except to vote 
bonds for it. The city officials will put the matter up to the people. In a few 
weeks Richmond people will go to the polls and yote for or against the proposed 
bond issue, approximating $3v0,000, and this bond issue must carry if Richmond is 
to keep on going ahead, instead of going backward. 

Unless further improvement is made upon the local harbor, much of the 
million dollars already expended upon it must become worthless and be a loss. 
One more whirl at it will not complete the whole project, but it will at least extend 
the work on to a point where what has already been done will not be lost, but can 
be used to great advantage, in establishing Richmond as a world’s ocean ship- 
ping port and bring to its docks great ocean-going vessels from across the seas. 

This improvement must go on, or go backward. It cannot stand still. 

The further improvement of Richmond’s harbor and waterfront is abso- 
lutely vital to the future growth and prosperity of the city, and incidentally to the 
financial prosperity of every citizen or Property owner.

Victory gardeners are invited to see | 
the medal that marks for posterity | 
the great work they did in the war, | 
The national war garden commission | 
of Washington has had struck off a 
number of medals which are replicas 
of those for presentation to President 
Wilson and the heads of the allied 
governments. 
The medals are bronze and have 
been received by the Pan-American 
Union, the National Gallery of Art. 
the Smithsonian institution the Cor- 
coran Gallery of Art, the Congres- 
sional library and the United States 
museum, where they sre being ex- 
hih‘ted. 

Similar medals have been sent to 
the museums of Europe. The com-
